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WASHINGTON. Mar. 25— 


The United States will possess 
a fleet of the most powerful 
naval aerial bombers known to 
exist in the world today if 
current tests prove successful. 


Naval officials disclosed to- 


day that Uvo of these bomber.s 
already have been built and 
now are undergoing 
experi- 


mental tests, one on the west 
coast and one at Norfolk, Va. 


Representing the latest de- 


velopment in giant bombing 
planes, each machine is equip- 
ped to carry two tons of 
bombs and six machine guns. 
The machines are twin-engined 
with each motor developing 
830-horsepower, and have a 
wing spread of 100 feet. 


If the tests prove successful 


the navy hopes to acquire a 
fleet of five squadrons of six 
planes each. 


It is estimated that a fleet 


of this size would cost approx- 
imately J3.800.000. 
The two 


machines 
now 
undergoing 


tests cost $150,000 each, but 
naval experts points out copies 
of them would cost less, prob- 
ably ranging around $125,000 
each. 


The machine now on the 


west coast was constructed at 
the Douglas Aircraft com- 
pany's plant at Santa Monica,

FOR FIRST AID 


QPEAKING in the Middle West recently a Dr. Frederic W. Bancroft 
^advanced the unique idea that first-aid stations along the principal 


, highways of the nation would greatly reduce the national toll cf deaths 
in automobile accidents. Dr. Bancroft told how the frequency of motor 
car accidents is making it necessary for some means of oaring for the 
'fjrst:aid treatments, and said: 


- 
! "Whea an accident occurs in an isolated district, the imjured per- 


son is carried just as he is to the nearest hospital. This frequently re- 
sults in the. victim's death, yet if he had been given first-aid treatment 
T>efore being moved, his life mig'ht have been saved. 


"It probably would not be possible at this time to actually build 


first-aid stations, but filling stations could carry first aid equipment 
and serve as well. Filling station attendants and highway patrolmen, 
should be given first-aid training, so that they could gjve treatments 
on emergency calls. 


"Ambulances should be available at not too great distances for 


transporting the more seriously injured." 


The plan Dr. Bancroft outlined called for first-aid training of Boy 


< Scouts, Girl Scouts and Red Cross members. Specia.1 attention would 


be given to instruction in applying splints to fractures. He said a 
group of medical men in eaoli state was being formed to forward ihe 
plan within their respective states. Each state, it seems, presents a 
different problem, depending- on the first-aid facilities already available 
and the distance between cities. 


Unique as his proposal is, we suspect that some day in the not far 


idistant future it or something like it will be put into effect- It is a new 
effort towaixl reducing the number of deaths from automobile accidents 
and, like all such efforts; is worthy of the most careful consideration 
of everyone' who drives a car.

PEAKING in the Middle W est recently a Dr. Frederic W. Bancroft 
advanced the uniq ue idea th at first-aid stations along the principal 
hig hway s of the nation would g reatly reduce the national toll cf deaths 
iri automobile accidents. Dr. B ancroft told how the freq uency of m otcr 
car accidents is m aking it necessary for some means of caring for the 
first-aid treatm ents, and said: 
“When an accident occurs in an isolated district, the injured per­ 
son is carried just as he is to the nearest hospital. This freq uently re ­ 
sults in the victim’s death, y et if he had been g iven first-aid treatm ent 
before being moved, his life m ig ht have been saved. 
“It probably would not be possible at this time to actually build 
first-aid stations, but filling stations could carry fir t aid eq uipm ent 
and serve as well. Filling station attendants and hig hway patrolm en, 
should be g iven first-aid training , so th at they could g jve treatm ents 
on emerg ency calls. 
“Ambulances should be available at not too g reat distances for 
transporting the more seriously injured.” 
The plan Dr. Bancroft outlined called for first-aid training of Boy 
Scouts, Girl Scouts and Red Cross members. Special attention would 
be g iven to instruction in apply ing splints to fractures. He said a 
g roup of medical men in each state was being formed to forward the 
plan within their respective states. Each state, it seems, presents a 
different problem, depending on the first-aid facilities already available 
and the distance between cities. 
Uniq ue as his proposal is, we suspect that some day in the not fa r 
distant future it or som ething like it will be put into effect It is a new' 
effort tow ard reducing the ¡number of deaths from automobile accidents 
and, like all such efforts, is worthy of the most careful consideration 
of every one who drives a car.

THE INVALID’S whole universe is 
his bed. The member of the household 
who undertakes to be the official 
home nurse must learn to make it 
comfortable, safe 
and helpful. 
The position in 
which 
the 
bed 
should be placed 
is worth the first 
c o ns id eratiou. 
Let it be where 
there Is lig ht and 
sunshine, where 
the sick person 
can look out of 
the window, at 
the 
same 
time 
not 
where 
the 
lig ht will bother 
the ey es. 
Don’t push one 
side of the he! 
up 
ag ainst the 
wall. In y our capacity as nurse y ou 
may need to g o around both sides 
from time to time, to smooth the 
bedclothes or perform other simple 
ministrations. 
The best mattress is a Iiard one 
It should be covered with a q uilted 
pad. 
Tuck the sheet covering the 
mattress in at the top, because the 
sick slide down in bed. 
A strip of rubber cloth or oilcloth 
should lay over the bottom sheet, ex­ 
tending from tho pillow edg e to about 
the middle of tiie bed (two and one- 
half to three feet). 
It should be 
drawn tig ht and tucked under the 
mattress and covered with a half­ 
sheet of its own. 
This is caHed the 
draw sheet: its purpose is to pre­ 
vent the mattress from g etting wet 
or soiled. 
If no oilcloth is at hand, 
u e newspapers. 
Newspapers can 
also be used for covering between 
blankets. 
They are preferable to 
heavy cotton comforts or cotton 
q uilts, in spite of the rattling . 
If t-ha invalid has a coug h with 
expectoration or secretion from the 


measles) g et a supply of paper bag s 
from the g rocery store, open one up 
and pin it by one side of its mouth to 
the side of the mattress. 
Have a 
supply of paper napkins or cotton 
pads to catch the sputum or secre­ 
tions and when they are soiled throw 
them immediately into the papier bag . 
Burn the whole thing and replace 
with another once or twice a day . 
A word about pillows. And this is 
something even hig hly trained nurses 
do not know. 
It applies especially 
to adults, but it is my g uess children 
would be included. Here it is: 
When a person in bed has arrang ed 
his own pillows, leave him alone, un­ 
less he asks for help. 
Even 
if he 
may not look comfortable to y ou. 
What the invalid in bed wants is 
support for his head. The last time 
1 was a victim, I would g et the hard 
pillow mashed up around my head 
and I was all rig ht. Evidently I did 
not look all rig ht, because as soon as 
the nurse spied me she would say , 
"Oh! Let tue fix y our pillows.” Then 
she would put the hard one ag ainst 
my back and the soft one on top so 
that when X leaned my head back ,t 
would nearly snap off, lolling over 
into space. 
. And every relative and visitor who 
entered the room would immediately 
move forward with helping hands 
outstretched and beg in, “Oh! Let me 
just fix 
” 
This is an approach to which the 
experienced invalid learns to reply , • 
“Stop rig ht where y ou are. 
If y ou 
lay a hand on these pillows. T will 
bite it.”
